Senator R. F. Broussard of Louis­ 
iana. authority on sugar, said: 
“Th* molasses out of which alcohol 
Is made is not edible; it is the refuse 
of refined sugar and up to the time 
that it was manufactured into alcohol 
it was thrown away.

thrown away now if not used for the 
manufacture of alcohol.”

Kelly, vice president of the Anaconda 
Copper Mining company, that unless 
the men at the mines who are doing 
the work of electrical workers are 
stopped trades union men employed 
at the mines will be called out. 
Mr. Kelly replied that the men will 
not he discharged. 
The force now* at work at the mines, 
it was stated, is able to produce IO 
per cent of the daily normal output of 
17,000 tons of ore.

Washington, June 26.—Contracts for 
ten more steel ships and four wooden 
cargo vessels have been let by General 
Goethals. 
Twenty-four 
additional 
wooden hulls have been contracted 
for. 


W ill you kindly tell me how to tem­ 
per a spring? 
The exact heat treatment to be given 
■i spring steel depend! on Hie contpo- 
ltion. 
However, assuming that tike 
steel Is a 0.1)5 carbon steel, which Is 
grade of steel generally' used for 
springs, the treatm ent after shaping 
or coiling, as the case may la*, is us 
follows; 
First.—Heat to 1,425 degrees 1,475 
degrees F. 
Second.—Quench in oil. 
Third.—Reheat to 4<H) degrees—OOO 
legreea P.—In accordance with the de 
gree of temper desired, aud then cool 
very slow’ly. 
The higher the drawing temperature 
(operation 8) the lower will l*e the 
yield point of the material. 
On the 
other hand, if the material he drown 
at tov* low a temperature It will be 
brittle. 
A few practical trials xviii lo­ 
cate the l*est temper for any given 
shape or size. 
Yoti should also remember that the 
bent treating of springs la usually en­ 
trusted to the spring maker, and. un­ 
less absolutely necessary for the work 
to lie done, and by some one who 
knows this kind of work, it is advis­ 
able to refrain from doing It. 
Inex- 
I*erienced persons are likely to ruin 
the material. 


Why will a gasoline engine fire back 
into the carburetor on too lean a mix­ 
ture? 
Primarily hack firing In a carburetor 
Is due to a choking or want of gaso­ 
line mixture In the cylinders or to poor 
timing or sticking open of an intake 
valve. 
Although it Is un uncommon 
occurrence for valves to stick open, It 
sometimes occurs as a result of n bdht 
valve stem. 
Many valve stems have 
been bent by workmen In jurying up 
the valve spring for the purpose of re 
moving the pin that secures the spring 
sent to the stem. 
When a popping In 
tin* carburetor takes place one should 
examine the valves nnd see that they 
are working properly and regularly be­ 
fore tackling tho carburetor. 
The most common cause of popping 
or back tiring in the carburetor Is that 
(»f a weak mixture, dm* either to water 
in the carburetor or a shortage In tile 
fuel supply. 
A w’enk mixture is a 
slow burning one, and It generally Is 
claimed that a weak mixture burns ho 
slowly that it Is still bfa ritng and with 
s<line pressure when the Inlet valve 
opens (tn the following stroke. 
Some, 
however, are of the opinion that under 
ordinary working conditions the mix­ 
ture in the Intake pl[x> of a motor Is 
not In n condition to he Explosive, but 
when it has been starved to a certain 
extent it becomes explosive and Hie 
tun k tiring takes place, tt being main­ 
tained that at high speeds ttiere al­ 
ways Is a flame I ii the cylinders, hut 
tills flame Is not sufficiently hot at the 
end of the exhaust stroke to Ignite the 
Incoming mixture of the next charge 
except when the previous charge also 
was a weak and a alow burning one. 


Should spark plugs of only one manu­ 
facture be used on a four cylinder en­ 
gine? 
Would this give better results 
than four different kinds? 
It seems reasonable to believe that 
(lie use of one make of [lings Iii all the 
cylinders of a motor ut one time would 
he most practicable, inasmuch us they 
would is* most likely to promote more 
uniform tiring owing to tfVir simi­ 
larity of construction. 
It Is possible, 
however, to adjust almost any com­ 
bination of different makes of spark 
plugs so that no difference In the reg­ 
ularity could 1*0 detected. 


Is the expansion in an automobile 
motor caused by the explosion of the 
gas or the burning of the gas? 
The motive power is due to the ex­ 
plosion of the gas. 
Tho quicker the 
ga* can ta* exploded the better. 
Iii 
I explosion it is necessary for a rapid 
1 propagation of the flame, hut it is not 
Uh* burning that gives the power, 
lf 
(lie horning gave tile power then a 
slow burning, rich mixture would be 
cry powerful, whereas it Is the oppo­ 
se, 
I ii the explosion of gunpowder 
the I lower Is dm* to the midden forma­ 
tion

When gasoline Is 
' x plod od the hydrogen aud carbon in 
outset w It Ii the air arb Ignited aud 
lass off Iii tin* form of invisible gases. 


Would th* removal of spring leaves 
mprove the rid ng qualities of a c0»? 
It Is not advisable to remove Any of 
the leaves from the springs. 
These 
are designed to carry the load without 
U'tiig t<*o stiff, aud the removal of 
leaves would not only weaken the 
springs unduly, hut might spoil the rid­ 
ing qualities. 


What ie the best way of painting or 
enameling lamps and braes equipment 
on care? 
I have frequently attempted 
to do this sort of work, but without 
success. 
Perhaps you can inform mo 
of some practical method. 
Of course nickel trimming is gen­ 
erally to be preferred to a brass finish. 
lint lf you want to get almost the same 
off is t with brass equipment you Can 
give It an aluminum finish that looks 
almost 
like silver by 
cleaning the 
brass thoroughly and [Minting It with 
aluminum pulnt. 
This work requires 
tie particular skill or exi*erlence and 
can la* performed with an ordinary 
small paint brusj^ The Didnt w ill stay 
tn lf allowed to atmid for a little while. 
aud after the first twenty-four hours 
it Is almost impossible to remove It 
Heat only makes It stick the tighter. 
This finish lo o k s hotter than unshined 
brass and requires no further attention 
after It lia s been applied. 
The paint 
costs less than 50 cents for enough to 
cover all the brass en cue oar, aud tho 
alteration can la* completed In aholt 
three hour*. The [taint is prepared for 
use on radiators, steam Pl* *s, stoves. 
etc., aud the heat of the radiator or 
lamps will not affect it. 
It (Un be ap­ 
plied once a year or oftener lf de­ 
sired.
